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Bail Is The Key-But How Does One Go About It?

“ Bail or Ja il” could be the 
theme song of m agistrates and 
judges in Bucks County who are 
confronted with persons charged 
with m isdem eanors or felonies. 
Brother W ebster defines bail as 
“The security given for the due 
appearance of a prisoner in order 
to obtain his release from im­ 
prisonment. “ 
He also defines bail as a “buck­ 
et or vessel used in bailing water 
out of a boat.” 
Legal Sense 
In the legal sense, the words 
are 
alm ost 
synonymous 
— 
a 
person without bail might just as 
well be in a sinking boat. 
An integral part of the Demo­ 
cratic 
way, 
bait 
provides 
a 
“ means of escape” 
for defen­ 
dants, and it practically assures 
their appearance for a later hear­ 
ing.

Plea« Guilty 


Except for a few rare cases, 
there is no other way a defen­ 
dant can be released — bail is 
the key. 


lf the defendant is a reputable 
person of the community, he may 
be released under his own recog­ 
nizance. with 
the 
promise, 
of 
course, that he will return for 
a later hearing. 


No Rail Set 


In the case of a juvenile, how­ 
ever, m agistrates can not set bail. 
The youth is either committed 
to a detention home, or placed 
under the custody of parents, or 
foster parents. 
And, it would be a rarity if 
the judge of a juvenile court set 
bail on a juvenile delinquent. 


Prim arily, bail is posted in m is­ 
dem eanor or falony cases, and 
there is no ceiling on the amount 
a justice of the peace can set. 
In one instance in Bucks County, 


the magistrate recalls seeing bail 
set as high as $10,000. 
A justice of the peace sets bail 
in accordance with the character 
of the defendant and the serious­ 
ness of the crime. 
Summary' Case 
A m agistrate can set bail in a 
sum m ary case, if the defendant 
pleads not guilty, but this doesn’t 
occur too often, When bail is set 
in a sum m ary case, however, it 
usually is double the am ount of 
fine and cost. 
Bail paym ent can be m ade in 
one of three ways — cash, real 
estate or via a bonding com­ 
pany. 
In the m ajority of cases, these 
paym ent are met with real estate. 
Next in line is the calling of the 
middleman, the bonding company. 
The expense of calling a bond­ 
ing company is high, however, 
as they charge approxim ately IO 
percent interest on the amount 
guaranteed 
the 
justice 
of 
the 


peace. A 
defendant, 
in 
other 
words, would pay $50 on every 
$500 bond the company provided. 
Must Have Equity 
A person can obtain bail on a 
mortgaged home, 
only 
on 
the 
amount he has in equity. In this 
case, the justice of the peace has 
to be satisfied that enough equity 
has been paid into the m ortgaged 
home. 
If a person “ runs out" on bail, 
the money is forfeited to a higher 
court, lf the defendant is bonded, 
the bonding company is held re­ 
sponsible and is obligated to pay 
the bail money. 
Although a justice of the peace 
ddes not m ake decisions in cases 
involving m isdem eanors or felon­ 
ies, he hears the case and sets the 
bail. 
lf the case is considered prim a 
facie i enough evidence to w ar­ 
rant a hearing or trial in higher 
court*, then the defendant must 
pay a bail decided on bv the 


magistrate, or be committed to 
jail until tile next term of higher 
court. 
Subsequent Trial 
If a person is committed to 
jail in lieu of bail, then sentenced 
at a subsequent trial, the tim e 
spent in jail is usually deducted 
from the sentence, if an appreci­ 
able num ber of days had been 
spent 
imprisoned. 
Fortunately, in Bucks County 
the grand 
jury 
convenes 
five 
tim es a year, It m eets on the 
second Monday of January, March 
May, September and November. 
“ Waiting tim e” in jail could 
range from two to four months, 
depending on the tim e the defen­ 
dant was committed, compared 
with a possible one-year waiting 
period in nearby New York and 
Philadelphia grand jury hearings 
are followed by two weeks of 
crim inal court. During this time, 
the defendant will aw ait his hear­ 
ing in jail. 


If a true bill is returned on 
the defendant by the grand jury, 
he is given a jury trial. On the 
other hand, if the grand jury 
deems that evidence is not sub­ 
stantial, the defendant is acquit­ 
ted. 
There is no provision in law, 
that provides reimbursement for 
a defendant who is released after 
a grand jury hearing. 
If a defendant is able to raise 
bail during the “waiting period,” 
however, he can obtain a release 
until the next hearing. 
There are 
seven 
charges 
in 
which no bail can be posted — 
and the defendant is placed di­ 
rectly in jail. The most common 
of these charges is burglary. How­ 
ever, a judge can set bail in 
these cases. 
Extremely Important 
Jamison Justice of the Peace 
I. Elizabeth Jones labels bail as 
“extremely important, because it 
gives the defendant the right to 


freedom — at least, until the next 
term of court.” 


Posting of bail is not without 
its idiosyncracies. One magistrate 
in Bucks County reports he used 
to accept automobile tires and 
wheels as bail when he knew the 
defendant wouldn't be able to 
post any other bail, 


Defendants offer cars and sun­ 
dry items as bail, and in many 
cases the magistrates are lenient. 
Other 
violators 
say 
bail 
isn t

Senate Confident 
Of Bill’s Passage 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate 
Democratic leaders were confi­ 
dent today they had the votes to 
repulse protectionist assaults and 
pass the kind of liberal trade pro­ 
gram President Kennedy wants. 
The Senate w a s scheduled to 
open debate on the House-passed 
m easure Monday. Prospects ap­ 
peared bright that it would clear 
the Senate by mid-week without 
substantial change. 
Administration forces scored a 
clean victory Friday when the 
Senate Finance Committee ap­ 
proved the House m easure ex­ 
tending the Reciprocal Trade Act 
for five years, until June 30, 1967. 
The bill gives the President un­ 
precedented powers to cut tariffs 
50 per cent on any products, and 
down to zero on some products 
in which the United States and 
the Common M arket combined 
m ake up 80 per cent of world 
trade. 
Not a single m ajor protectionist 
provision was accepted by the 
committee. As it stands, the bill 
provides the Chief Executive with 
the broadest tariff-cutting powers 
since the Reciprocal Trade Act 
was passed by Congress 28 years 
ago 
Kennedy called the com mittee
